HELSINKI, Dec. 10.—(AP) 
Violent fighting in knee-deep 
snow on Finland’s eastern fron- 
tier at the arctic circle was re- 
ported from the front today, 
where the Finns declared they 
had repulsed all Soviet attacks. 

The Russians battered at Fin- 
nish defenses in all sectors of 
the eastern front, but were 
particularly active near the arc- 
| tic circle, leading many observers 
‘to conclude they had changed

RFC Opens Way for Purchase in This Country of “Agri- 
cultural Surpluses and Other Civilian Supplies” 
by Invaded Nation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(AP)—The granting of a 
$10,000,000 credit to Finland for the purchase in this country of 
“agricultural surpluses and other civilian supplies” was an- 
nounced today by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 

Jesse Jones, federal loan administrator, said the action was 
taken by the RFC and the Export-Import Bank ‘“‘with the ap- 
proval of the President” and that “similar credits to Norway 
were having consideration.”’ 

The Finnish credits will be granted to the Finnish-American 
Trading Corporation, described by the RFC as “an American 
corporation organized by the Finnish minister with paid-in capi-| 
tal stock of $1,000,000 and guaranteed by the Bank of Finland | 
or the Finnish government.” 

Hjalmar Procope, Finnish minister, said he was unable to 
determine yet what supplies would be purchased but that his 
country expected to use the entire $10,000,000 credit. The 
trading corporation already has been set up with headquarters in 
New York, he said, and will begin to function within a few days. |

County School Bonds 

Voters of Fulton county, outside the city 
limits of Atlanta, will today receive letters ex- 
plaining the need for a bond issue of $750,000 
for expansion of the school facilities of the 
county. Enclosed with those letters will be 
postcards which each recipient is asked to mail. 
Those cards constitute a petition to the county 
board of education, that a bond election be 
called. Under the law it is necessary that 25 
’ per cent of the registered voters so petition, be- 
fore the election can be called. 

The decision, by the board, to seek this bond 
issue followed recommendations to that effect 
by the September-October grand jury. Anyone 
at all familiar with the school system of the 
county, and the peculiar social conditions af- 
fecting it, will realize at once the necessity for. 
the planned expansion of the various school 
plants. 

Largely because of the perfection of the au- 
tomobile and the consequent ease of personal 
transportation, there has been an increasing 
tendency in recent years for the establishment 
of homes far beyond the city limits. It is now 
customary for the average businessman, in fact, 
to build his home where his family can enjoy 
the benefits of rural atmosphere together with 
‘the conveniences of urban life. He can do this 
and still reach his office, by automobile, in 30 
minutes or so. 

The result of this tendency has been a re- 
markable increase in the school age population 
in the county, but outside of the city. To meet 
that increase, the Fulton school system h 
established one of the finest groups of p Cc 
schools in this section of the country. Fulton 
schools stand near the top and the people of 
the county are rightfully proud of them. 

Today, however, there is a serious gap be- 
tween the accomodation available and the num- 
ber of children who must be provided for. It 
is to close this gap that the proposed enlarge- 
ments, and the $750,000 bond issue to meet the 
costs of construction, have been proposed. 

Careful planning has shown that it will not 
be necessary to increase the county school tax 
rate to take care of the interest and retirement, 
when due, of the proposed bonds. A special 
tax of 1 1-2 mills is now levied annually for 
bond purposes and this will be sufficient to take 
care, in full, of the additional $750,000 in bonds. 

Past records of the county school system 
provide ample guarantee that the bond money 
will be handled in economical and business- 
like’ manner. Citizens of the county, as a 
whole, know this to be true. 

Realizing, as they do, the urgency of the 
need, the board is confident the requisite 25 
per cent of registered voters will promptly re- 
turn their signed petition cards. An early date 
will be set for the bond election. It is believed, 
if there is no unnecessary delay, that the greater 
part of the additions to the schools can be ready 
for use by the beginning of the school year next 
September. 

Incidentally, it is pointed out by the board 
that federal funds are available to match the 
bond money, so that the county will actually 
benefit at the rate of two dollars for each 
dollar expended. 

Full details of the bond proposal, and the 
need, will be given the voters in a series of radio 
broadcasts set for this evening at 5:15 and 9:20 
and for tomorrow morning at 8:30 e'’clock.

Italian Worries 

Italian declarations that her military pact 
with Germany remains unimpeded may be 
taken as mere window-dressing. It was made 
necessary by German pressure and the desire 
to bolster Rome’s warnings that Italy will not 
stand by idly if Russia moves into the Balkan 
states. Berlin and Moscow, it will be recalled, 


~ have only a nonaggression pact, while Berlin 


and Rome have the skeleton of a military agree- 
ment. 

Italy, which at first appeared to be a fulcrum 
for whichever lever was thought most advanta- 
geous, now is cast in a role not in the least 
enviable. Berlin, by its shockingly expensive 
concessions to Russia, has in actuality thrown 
Italy as well as Germany into a dangerously 
vulnerable position. Turkey, by aligning with 
the Allies, has outweighed considerations of 
Italian support in so far as the democracies are 
concerned. The Turkish realists recognized 
danger where Hitler and his champagne sales- 
man-diplomat, Von Ribbentrop, saw only the 
exigency of the moment. At the same time, 
Italy became boxed in the tideless sea that only 
recently Mussolini regarded as his Mare Nos- 
trum. His bargaining position was lost and a 
fearsome danger at the same time loomed upon 
an exposed flank. 

So that when the Fascist grand council “re- 
affirms” the military alliance with Germany 
it is indulging itself. If the council was serious, 
it was merely silly. And from the subsurface 
indications which mean so much in evaluating 
the actions of a dictatorship, it would appear 
safe to assume the council was not acting Silly. 
The sudden silence of the press on matters per- 
taining to German relations, the new-found 
praise of President Roosevelt, the toneing down 
of attacks upon Great Britain and France, all 
have their weight and their unmistakable 
meaning. 

The sands are shifting, but the manner of 
their flow is not what Mussolini would make it 
appear. He probably is finding it more and 
more difficult to get to the bargain counter. 


There Is Hunger, Here 

This country recently has seen a rash of 
collegiate “tests” of the Nazi diet. They rival 
goldfish gulping in popularity. The menu is 
given gloating attention and everybody gathers 
around in horror as the reports roll in of pounds 
lost and vitality sapped. “Gosh, how do they 
Stand it?” is the question put by many a pop- 
eyed student of culinary delights so indigenous 
to this country. 

How many have realized that this “terrible” 
diet would appear as riches incomparable to 
the many who undergo the slow agony of mal- 
nutrition, even starvation, in this country? How 
many realize that in'pointing the finger of 
scorn they convict themselves of callousness 
almost without parallel in human history? In 
the midst of plenty we sneer at another people 
thousands of miles away and can‘t see tne 
horror underfoot. In how many American 
cities are human beings scavenging in garbage 
cans for foods less sustaining and less palatable 
than that which is heralded publicly in these 
so-called Nazi diets? | 

Far better would it be for this country if 
these same tests were made with the diet af- 
forded persons on relief; if we tried to find out 
why ambition dies and why disease grips those 
whom we doom to a lesser diet than that of the 
German people, blindly led as they have been by 
a maniac into the necessity for a diet which 
seems indeed slim, yet which does sustain life 
and ward off dietary diseases; if we tried to 
find out why so many Americans, in the south, 


, east, north and west, suffer from the ravages 


of pellagra; if we paid less attention to some- 
thing taking place in a far-away land and more 
to the squalor and the misery in this fair 
country. 

Why should Americans complacently sneer 
at another nation when in this country people 
are even today rioting for a mouthful of food, 
any kind of food? Let’s wake up and stop try- 
ing to kid ourselves and the world. There are 
hungry Americans as well as hungry Germans, 
and that in the midst of a peace-time economy 
gorged with the surplus bounties of the pasture 
and the field.

Regrets soon 
should be pouring in, with a few returns marked 
“no such country.”

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
(From The Birmingham News) 

_ The promptness with which the League of Na- 
tions moves to consider Finlahd’s plea for action 
in the Finnish-Russian dispute is in such striking 
contrast to the course the League has followed in 
other recent controversies that one may look for 
an explanation beyond the mere fact of a desire 
to bring peace to warring nations, 

One reason for this haste as compared with 
past dilatoriness or outward indifference of the 
League may lie in the fact that in this case both 
parties to the war are members of the League. 
This has not been so in recent disturbances. 

Search for a reason for this reversal of course 
by the League leads also to the thought that per- 
haps the League, as some critics have charged, 
is dominated by England, who in her animosity 
toward the Communist regime of Russia is not 
likely to omit any step which would irritate or 
annoy the Moscow government. 

Regardless of any such underlying and less 
praiseworthy cause for the present course, those 
persons the world over who see no hope of any- 
thing like permanent peace without some kind 
of collective security may look with pleasure 
upon this recrudescence of the League as an in- 
ternational peace arbiter. The League may be 
able to do nothing in this Russo-Finnish dispute. 
Its gesture of desire to be of service is, however, 
evidence that there still persists the idea that 
peace is an international concern and is only to 
be achieved through some body which has inter-

TALK OF THE WEEK WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The " “for- 
eign agents” referred to by Attorney 


General Frank Murphy as doomed to early prosecution are, of 
course, chiefly Communists and Nazi propagandists. Murphy be- 
lieves that he has his hands on Nazi tools considerably more im- 
portant than brash, bumbling Fritz Kuhn. 

But the prosecutions of officials and members of the Commu- 
nist party should provide the real piece de resistance. Several of 
them are understood to be among the group mentioned by Murphy 
as charged with failing to register as paid agents of a foreign 
power. The story that the American Communist party is in part 
supported from Moscow has long been circulated. It has been 
vociferously denied. Now Murphy is seemingly prepared to go 
into court, with bank records, checkbooks, and other documentary 
data, to settle the matter once and for all. The Justice Department 
men are confident that this charge can be supported. 

The investigation leading up to the forthcoming prosecutions 
began last spring, when Murphy first took the problem of espionage 
to the President. At that time, the President agreed heartily with 
him that forehanded measures should be taken, and counter- 
espionage activity was centralized in the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation. Much attention has béen paid to the infiltration, by 
Communist as well as Nazi agents, of key industrial activities. In- 
cidentally, a fair number of these will be deported. The Com- 
munists to be prosecuted are not American citizens. If the Justice 
Department charges stand up for the others, it is planned to ask 
a severe reading of the law. 


FOREIGN DUMPING Wall Street and Washington are buzz- 


ing with rumors of foreign selling in 
the stock market. Most commonly, the British government, which 
has taken contro] of all British-owned American securities, is 
charged with quietly dumping them when occasion offers. The 
rumors are entirely without foundation. 

Securities and Exchange Commission reports show that most 
of the supposedly foreign selling has come from American sources. 
Members of the stock exchange and officers and directors of listed 
companies have sold. more on balance than all foreign traders. 
There is some foreign selling, but “considerably less” than $1,000,- 
000 a day on net balance. Moreover, the huge blocks of stock in 
the British government pool have not been moved at all, and it 
may be presumed that they will not be moved without information 
reaching the appropriate American officials. 


THIRD TERMERS On the New Deal front, the week’s political 

straws in the wind were Senator George W. 
Norris’ statement urging the President to defer decision on running 
again, and Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes’ energetic 
denial that the President had given Paul V. McNutt “the green 
light.” They may be taken together as indicating a renewal of the 
drive for a third term. 

George Norris’ sermons to the President are an odd feature of 
current national politics. MNebraska’s grand old man is both the 
President’s chief contemporary political hero, and a close ally of 
the New Dealers. When the New Dealers are particularly anxious 
to impress the President with the wisdom of a certain course, Norris 
exhorts him in a public statement. In this instance, Norris and the 
New Dealers feared the President would take himself out of the 
running with an anti-third term announcement, or that Vice Presi- 
dent Garner would grab the headlines with official announcement 
of his candidacy. Norris prepared his statement after careful con- 
sultation with the New Dealers. He and the New Dealers fervently 
hope (and believe) that the President will not break his rule of 
never ignoring Norris’ advice. 

As for the Ickes remarks about McNutt, they suggested that the 
President is getting fed up with having his name used as a theat- 
rical prop in the McNutt campaign. Not long ago the word from 
the White House was, “Leave McNutt alone.” Now, one so re- 
sponsive to the White House as Ickes is willing to assert that Mc- 
Nutt’s claims of a presidential indorsement are quite baseless. In

I have lifted Broun’s declaration 
out of its context only for purposes 
of brevity. You may read it whole 
in the files, and, on doing so, must 
agree that I have not trifled with 
his meaning. !

A year ago or 
now, it makes no difference. By 
the withdrawal, they remove the 
militant, pro-American element 
from the guild membership in 
their shop and the remainder, un- 
der its leadership, has no opposi- 
tion.

They thus become 
“scabs” and perpetually ineligible, 
except only if they obtain pardon 
which obviously would require re- 
cantation of their pro-American 
sentiments and indorsement of 
Moscow as the greatest effort ever 
made for human betterment. 

That is a true statement of the 
reasons why many newspapermen 
have been afraid to dissociate them- 
selves from an organization which 
they regard as a part of the Com- 
munist front. They also realize 
that should they resign for such 
reasons and refuse to rejoin for the 
Same reasons, they would be in- 
eligible for jobs in closed-shop 
plants even if they should never 
cross a guild picket line in a strike. 
They are sick of the arrogance, the 
constant spying and Sovietizing of 
newspaper offices and uncomfor- 
table in their ccmpulsory fraterni- 
zation with Communist furriers 
none of which the foresaw when 
they joined, as pioneers, in the 
very best of faith, an organization 
represented as a non-political guild 
of workers in a mental occupa- 
tion. 

I discuss Broun impersonally as 
a union official committed by cer- 
tain declarations which have been 
supported by his official conduct. 
I have seen recent superficial ex- 
pressions of disappointment in 
Moscow but never an outright re- 
cantation and even if I saw one 
I would have to treat it the same 
as I treat changes of front by 
Stalin, Hitler, and Earl Browder.

Attorney Dewey rather defended youth in his initial appearance on ] 
the hustings as a Republican campaigning for his party’s nomination 
to the office of President. . 

It was somewhat in the tenor of Pitt’s reply to Walpole when 
the youthful Pitt said: | 

“The atrocious crime of beingsa young man, which the honorable 
gentleman has with such spirit and decency charged upon me, I 


* shall neither attempt to palliate nor deny; but content myself with 


wishing that I may be one of those whose follies may cease with 
their youth, and not of that number who are ignorant in spite of 
experience.” 

Nevertheless, Mr. Dewey’s appearance created hardly a ripple. 
There were no torch-lit demonstrations, mental or physical. - It is 
a pity in a way, because Mr. Dewey is a splendid district attorney 
and has rendered yeoman service in the cause of publie decency, of 
law and of order. 

The Democrats, who next month are to celebrate with their an- 
nual Jackson Day dinner, might well learn a lesson from Mr, Dewey 
and his campaign. 

It was flat. It was in the proper Republican manner. That is to 
say, it was against the Democratic party but it was not for anything, 
It was negative, No campaign can be one of negation. 

“Tonight,” said Mr. Dewey, “I am not going to attempt to state 
solutions of specific problems ... of agriculture, labor, business, 
unemployment and finance.” 

Nor will Mr. Dewey offer solutions, The Republican campaigns 
of 1932 and of 1936 did not discuss them. They were against the | 
Democrats. That was their solution. 

Mr. Dewey is quite in line with the cherished Republican meth- 
ods. He did offer one solution, saying, “. . . the nation’s only hope in * 
its crisis of faith” is to elect a Republican. 

If some soft voice had but asked the question, “Why?” Mr. Dewey 
wotld have been undone. 

REPUBLICAN SAVINGS? Mr. Dewey was quite caustic of the 
Democratic party. He said, “The , 
present administration has thought it well enough to make prom- 
ises, leaving performance to come from the savings of the last gen- 
eration achieved under Republican administrations, and mortgaging 
the earnings of the next generation, which will also be under Re- 
publican administration.” 

One may well ask what savings Mr. Dewey had in mind. 

The government did do well enough in the decade leading to 1929. 
So did everyone else. Yet hard times arrived with Mr. Hoover in 
office. He was, I believe, a Republican. Once he was a Democrat, 
But the Republicans nominated him and they can have him. Even 
now. 

Hard times came a-knocking at the door and Mr. Hoover was 
helpless. I know Mr. Hoover’s friends insist he might have done 
something. But that, at best, is wishful thinking, and supported by 
only the most ephemeral theories and figures. 

The cold facts are that Mr. Hoover utterly was at a loss what to 
do. He was jittery. The bonus army literally frightened him into a 
state of nerves, He was a very poor excuse as he sat there in Wash- 
ington, completely at sea. 

As for savings, the figures show the Republicans had a deficit 
of $902,000,000 in the fiscal year ending June 30, 1931, and a deficit 
of $2,942,000,000 in the fiscal year ending June 30, 1932. 

In the next year, which was two-thirds under Republican con- 
trol, Mr. Roosevelt being in during the last third of that fiscal year, 
the deficit was again more than $2,000,000,000. 

In the past nine years the annual deficit has averaged a bit under 
$3,000,000,000. Under Hoover it averaged $2,003,000,000; under Roose- 
velt $3,397,000,000. Mr. Hoover had the benefit of some prosperity, 
He did nothing to relieve the situation confronting the people. 

Mr. Dewey was indulging in fantasy when he mentioned the 
savings of the Republican years. Also, individuals who lost money 
in the banks which exploded during Mr. Hoover’s term of office, do 
not think so highly of Republican savings. 

THE HAND OF HOOVER There are those who say that Mr. 

Hoover again nurses hopes of re- 
turning to the White House from whence he fled in unseeming 
haste. 

Mr. Hoover was all for keeping out of war. He was a great man 
for peace. Now, he wants to get into war on the side of Finland. 
He tries: to tell us what to do about Russia. He is positively bel- 
ligerent. Mr. Hoover is not a graceful man and his efforts to leap 
from one ice floe of public opinion to another is somewhat ridicu- 
lous. 
After his own defeat and after his own deficits; he tried to ad- 
vise Mr. Roosevelt what to do about the monetary system which Mr. 
Hoover so dismally had failed to manage. sae 

Ever since that time he has been a chronic scold. He annoys 
people and the Democrats treasure him as one of their greatest as- 
sets. As long as Mr. Hoover’s lusterless voice is heard speaking for 
the GOP, the votes will roll in on the other side.

Since the first explorer went looting in a foreign land, adven- 
turers have searched for portable wealth—precious things that could 
be wrapped up and taken home to provide a life of ease, 

That conception of wealth, which has survived through the ages, 
has caused many men to overlook great opportunities, The goose 
that lays golden eggs never seems as valuable as an actual gold egg. 

The Forty-niners flocked into California in search of gold, and 
found it in great-abundance, yet most of them were soon poor again. 
They saw in that Paradise no wealth but gold, yet all of the gold they 
took from the ground was worth but a fraction of the wealth that 
later men harvested in the form of lumber, fruit and vegetables. 

When Pizarro conquered Peru and sent home its incredible store 
of wealth, his exploit was nothing more than the looting of a bank. 
He stole the wealth produced and accumulated by generations of 
industrious stay-at-homes. 

His rich haul made every Spaniard a dreamer, and every adven- 
turer who sailed the Atlantic thereafter expected to find other rich 
lands to loot. Nobody had any moral scruple about robbing distant 
heathen. 

When DeSoto came over in 1539 to search for seven mythical 
cities, which later proved to be seven dirty Indian villages, he also 
expected to find accumulated stores of wealth ready for the taking. 
But when he had fought his way through the Creek lards in Ala- 
bama and made his way up the Mississippi as far as the present 
St. Louis, he saw in all that vast virgin empire nothing at all worth 
having. 

So Phuste would have considered Peru a worthless wilderness 
if he had found it uninhabited. What he wanted, and what the 
whole thieving lot wanted, was a chance to “divide the wealth” that 
other men had earned and accumulated. Not for them the slow 
business of conquering a wilderness and building new wealth of . 
their own. Let others do the building; all they cared for was the 
stealing.

An invader might loot the Ford factory and 
carry off cars and cash, but he wouldn’t have the Ford wealth.

above the arctic circle in the 
land of darkness, the Finns 
have evolved effective tactics. 
Dressed in white parkas over 
their uniforms, they are in- 
visible in the snow. They hide 
behind rocks or trees, allow 
the Russians to approach and 
then swoop down on the en- 
emy at dizzy speed on skis, 
their “puukos” flashing as 
they lunge at their prey. 
(Those who have seen these 
northern Finnish guerillas in 
action tell me that their tac- 
tics are highly disconcerting 
to the Russian soldiers, who 
are far less accustomed than 
the Finns to war on skis. 
(Finland’s 70,000 lakes cov- 
ering 90 per cent of the na- 
tion’s total area, interspersed 
with interminable forests and 
thickly dotted with huge out- 
croppings: of rock, combine to 
make a terrain ideal for the 
type of defense for which the 
Finns have been especially 


fare in the conventional man- 
ner of western Europe. 

(The Russian tanks cannot 
surmount the great rocks, be- 
tween which the Finns have 
felled huge tree trunks so that 
they lie in tangled mass. To 
render these barriers even 
more impenetrable barbed 
wire is snarled in the fallen 
tree trunks. Artillery fire 
only served to solidify the 
line. 

Reds Hurled Back. 

(For the fourth consecutive 
day the Finnish defenders in 
Karelia, outnumbered at least 
two to one, were said to have 
hurled back attempts of the 
Red army to cross the Taela- 
peen-Joki (Taepele) river on 
the western shore of Lake La- 
doga. 

(Bitter fighting in extreme 
cold and snow was reported 
from the Taelapeen-Joki sec- 
tor where the Russians are 
trying to reach the right bank 
of Lake Suvanto and obtain a 
foothold for a full-force as- 
sault on the Mannerheim line. 

(Meanwhile, it was an- 
nounced Russian warships 
bombarded several points of 
the Aland island archipelago 
at the entrance to the Gulf of 
Bothnia between Finland and 
Sweden. 


(The Aland waters have 


the winter in their present 
positions. 

(This would seem to indi- 
cate that the Finns have 
drawn the Russians into a fa- 
vorable position in advance of 
defense lines which the Fin- 
nish forces believe they can 
hold without withdrawing to 
their main Mannerheim forti- 
fications further north. 

(These positions near the 
Gulf of Finland are strate- 
gically favorable to the Finns, 
being on a_ half-mile wide 
lake which the Russians must 
either go around or cross. If 
they attempt to skirt the lake 
they will encounter’ roads 
heavily mined and_ infested 
with hidden gun placements. 
If they cross the ice they must 
advance a half mile in the 
open under withering fire. 
Finnish officers said that, in 
either case, the Russian tanks 
would be virtually useless. 

(Aside from the roads on 
the open lake there can be no 
advance from the Russian 
lines because the Finns con- 
trol the forest nearby and 
men can walk through the 
winding trails only in Indian 
file. 

(The trees are second- 
growth fir, about 50 feet high 
and from three to five inches 
in diameter, planted two or 
three feet apart.

i\Irksome Habit 


Is Cured With 
Home Remedy 


By Dr. William* Brady. 


Enuresis, doctors call it, pro- 
nouncing it n-u-ree-sis. It is more 
familiarly called bed-wetting. A 
normal occurrence or habit in in- 
fancy, of course. Some infants 
learn or acquire sufficient control 
over the function of micturition to 
become dry before they are two 
years old. But many babies con- 
tinue to wet the bed more or less 
until they are three years old, and 
that cannot be considered abnor- 
mal, That is, there is no occasion 
for any kind of treatment or spe- 
cial concern if the baby does not 
cease wetting the bed until three 
years of age. If the habit con- 
tinues after that age, then treat- 
ment is advisable. 

I say the habit. Parents and 
others should comprehend clearly 
that wetting the bed in childhood 
is not a ‘“‘weakness” nor an illness, 
but in most instances merely a 
habit, over which the child has no 
more control than an adult has 
over, say, the cons‘.pation habit. 
It takes an eloquent psychologist 
to convince the average victim of 
the latter habit that it is only a 
habit. 

I wrote asking for your mono- 
graph on bed wetting, received it 
and sent it to a friend whose fine 
boy of 15 was afflicted, reports 
Mrs. H. F. D. The boy’s mother

Quinine sulphate, one grain, in 
capsule, pill or tablet, twice daily, 
before or after breakfast and sup- 
per, for children under six years 
of age; three times daily for chil- 
dren over eight years of age. This 
should be continued steadily for 
: | several months. 

The effects of quinine have been 
equally satisfactory in many cases 
of bed wetting in children. Quinine 
helps to restore normal tone to the 
irritable nerve-muscle apparatus 
of the bladder-emptying function. 
It tones the inhibitory nerve center 
in the spinal cord which controls 
micturition. 

It will do no harm to try the 
quinine treatment in any case of 
bed wetting. But parents should 
send a stamped envelope bearing 
the correct address and ask for the 
monograph or pamphlet on the 
habit of bed wetting. 
other suggestions as to the charac- 
ter of the child’s diet, drinking 
water, correcting the common de- 
ficiency of calcium and vitamin D, 
and a clock schedule for the child 
to follow to train the bladder 
function to regularity.

NEW YORK CITY.—My visit to the Bank Street school yester- 
day was a thrilling experience. Something fundamental is being 
done here in the preparation of teachers. They are learning to deal 
with young people at every age level and to re- 
late the children’s earliest education to the com- 
munity in which they live. These teachers are 
going to be familiar with New York City and will 
learn a technique by which they can familiarize 
themselves with any community and transmit 
their knowledge in the classroom. 

This school was an old factory and even its 
disadvantages have been turned to useful ends.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(P— 
Some of the mightiest football 
teams of 1939 are just also-rans 
when their achievements are con- 
sidered over a five-year span. 
Likewise, some of the current 
duds are right up there among 
the leaders. But the prize for 
consistency goes to Holy Cross, 
which hasn’t lost more than two 
games a year for the past five 
seasons. 

The Crusaders replaced Ala- 
bama as the No. 1 team this year 
in the Associated Press survey of 
five-year football records. In that 
time they have won 39 games, lost 
five and tied four for an .886 vic- 
tory percentage. 

Very close behind the Worces- 
ter, Mass., college, are Villanova, 
and Fordham, tied for § second 
place with .857. Two outstand- 
ing southern teams, Duke and 
North Carolina, are next with .854 
and .844, respectively. Alabama’s 
Crimson Tide, as a result of its 
worst season in years, dropped to 
sixth place with an .833 average. 

A year ago Alabama was on top 
for the second straight time, but 
in the past season it won only 
five games, lost three and tied 
one. 

At that, Alabama fared better 
over the five years than Tennes- 
see, this year’s No. 1 team and 
the east’s representative in the 
Rose Bowl game. The Volunteers, 
despite 10 victories this fall, came 
in no better than tenth in the 
five-year rankings with 37 vic- 
— 10 losses and three ties for 


Tennessee’s Rose Bowl rival, 
Southern California, also unbeat- 
en this year, placed thirty-fourth 
with a .659 average. Others of the 
1939 undefeated brigade included 
Georgetown, eighteenth, with .730; 
Tulane, twenty-seventh, with .689; 
Duquesne, twenty-ninth, -with 
.681; Texas A. & M., thirty-sixth, 
with .652; U. C. L. A.. thirty-ninth, 
with .643, and Cornell tied for 
fiftieth with .600. — 

On the other hand, Pittsburgh 
and Dartmouth, which had only 
fair 1939 seasons, placed seventh 
despite 
two defeats, was ninth, and Texas 
Christian and California, which 
couldn’t get anywhere at all this 
year, tied for sixteenth with .731

COACH REVEALS 


Iron Hawkeyes Went to 
Town When Playing on 
Level Gridirons.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(P)— 
Sixty seconds make one minute, 
and 60 minutes make one tired, 
particularly if they are spent in 
a big-time football game, and this 
self-evident law of nature brings 
us, again, to the University of 
Iowa and its iron men. 

Perhaps we're a little lop-sided 
in giving so much space to one 
school when there are hundreds 
of other worthy institutions scat- 
tered over the country, but it isn’t 
very often you'll find the out- 
standing coach and the outstand- 
ing player of the year tied up 
with the same team, as were Ed- 
die Anderson and Nile Kinnick 
this year.

In the signal drills and the 
dummy scrimmages — thé only 
kind they had—the players would 
start at the bottom of the hill and 
work their way to the top, walk 
down, and repeat the process end- 
lessly. 

It was just like a man hitting 
himself on the head with a ham- 
mer, because it felt so good when 
he stopped. Or like Ty Cobb put- 
ting lead in his shoes at spring 
camp, so that when the season 
started he would feel like he was 
running on air when he removed 
the weight. 

Anyway, it built up the boys’ 
legs and gave them endurance, 
and when they got on level ground 
on Saturdays it was just like run- 
ning downhill.

FISK FIRM ACCEPTS 
U.S. RUBBER OFFER 


Proposal Price Exceeds $11,- 
000,000; Approval of 
Stockholders Needed. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(>)— 
Directors of the Fisk Rubber Cor- 
poration announced today they 
had accepted an offer of the 
United States 


to buy their firm at a price in 
excess of $11,000,000. 

The offer will be submitted to 
Fisk’s approximately 475,000 
stockholders tomorrow. 

The announcement 
agreement provided for purchase 
of preferred stock at $110 a share 
and common stock at $6.75 cash 
plus one-fourth share of United 
States common. The common 
stock offer was equivalent to 
about $17 a share, based on Unit- 
ed States Rubber’s closing quota- 
tion yesterday of 41. Fisk’s clos- 
ing price on the New York Curb 
was 15 1-4 per common share. 
The preferred closed at $105.75. 

The aggregate purchase price 
of more than $11,000,000 is il 
times Fisk’s estimated 1939 earn- 
ings. 

The announcement said United 
States planned to operate Fisk as 
a separate division, continuing to 
make tires in Fisk’s plant at Chic- 
opee Falls, Mass., and maintain- 
ing Fisk’s present selling organi- 
zation. 

The United States offer was 
made, according to F. B. Davis 
Jr., president and chairman of 
that $170,000,000 company, be- 
cause his firm needed greater 
production facilities. 

This was amplified by the 
statement that U. S. planned to 
increase the Chicopee Falls plant’s 
output gradually to its daily ca- 
pacity of 15,000 tires, resulting in | 
increased employment. Preseht | 
output of the plant is about 9,000; 
this will be increased immediate- 
ly to about 12,000.

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SCHOOL BOND PLEA 
WILL OPEN TODAY 


Ballots Sent 17,000 Voters 
Asking Petition for $750,- 
000 for Repairs. 


Seventeen thousand Fulton 
county voters this morning will 


receive information on the pro- 
posed $750,000 bond issue to im- 
prove housing conditions of county 
schools, Jere A. Wells, school su- 
perintendent, announced jyester- 
day as the opening gun in the 
drive to authorize the bonds is 
fired. 

Before the board of education is 
authorized to call an election for 
the bonds 25 per cent of registered 
voters of the affected area must 
sign a petition requesting it, and 
every one of the 17,000 was pro- 
vided with a postal card on which 
he may ask the board to take ac- 
tion. 

On December 5, the county 
board of education, headed by T. 
W. Moore, president, passed unan- 
imously' a resolution which 
pointed to the ill housing and con- 
gested conditions of the county 
school system, and recommending 
the $750,000 bond issue to remedy 
the defects. 


The resolution authorized the 
circulation of a “petition to the 
voters, and today’s letters are the 
opening wedge in the drive to ob- 
tain approval of the issue. 


Housing needs of the school 
system will be discussed over three 
radio stations today as follows: 

8:15 a. m., station WGST: 5:15 
p. m., station WSB, and 9:20 p. 
m., station WAGA. 

“We are anxious that the people 
be given the opportunity to cor- 
rect present bad housing condi- 
tions,” Wells said in announcing 
circulation of the petitions and the 
radio barrage. “We believe the 
people want better school facili- 
ties and the board is ready to do 
all it can to assist the patrons.” 

Board members have said they 
believe the bonds con be retired 
within 17 years with funds de- 
rived from the 1 1-2-mill tax now 
levied annually for bond purposes. 
This means that the issue would 
not entail any increase in school 
taxes for its amortization.
